CURING “COUNTRY” HIDES. 


“ C ountry” hides sell for less than 
“ packer” hides, partly because of 
careless methods of salting and c u r­ 
ing country hides. 
A fte r rem oving 
the hide from the animal, says the 
I . S. 
D epartm ent 
of 
A g riruitu re, 
i ave it in a cool, dry p.ace with the 
flesh side up, until the anim al heat 
has escaped. 
7 hen salt it prom ptly 
and thoroughly. 
Keep it clean and 
away I rom w ater. 
Do not let the 
hide dry out either before or a fte r 
aking, and do not aiiow it to freeze, 
Spread out the hide smoothly, being 
sure to open up any folds. Use plenty 
of frech, clean salt— about I pound 
to each pound of hide. Too much salt 
will do no harm, too little will. 
Salt 
more heavily the thicker parts, such 
as the head and neck.
